Washington, May 10.—(AP) — 


American homes aic carrying a 
$24,600,0000,000 mortgage debt, the 
biggest in history. 


The Federal Home Loan Bank 


Administration, which issued the 
estimate today, said the sum is 
15 per cent greater than the prev- 
ious peak in 1930. 


The housing shortage, "resulting 


often in forced purchase", and the 
revival of large scale home build- 
ing after wartime restrictions con- 
tributed to the rise, the agency re- 
ported.

examination, unless

medical evidence to prove that the 
veteran suffered a relapse or re- 
currence within the 12 month pe- 
riod, Arehart said. 


It is important that the medical 


evidence include a blood 
smear

The Russian radio broadcast? 


4% hours a day to North America 
in English and Yiddish, a report 
from 
Washington states. We'll 


hazard a. guess that that is news 
to abouj 97.4 per cent of Ameri- 
cans—the other 2.6 being govern- 
ment employes who listen as part 
of their job, and Communists and 
their friends who listen to be con- 
vinced of what they already be- 


,• lieve. 


Otherwise, we fear that Radio 


Moscow is bumping up against 
an iron curtain over here. It's 
not that Americans mean to be 
discourteous. 
The exploited serfs 


of a decadent, imperialistic gov- 
ernment would just rather listen 
to Bob Hope and Fibber McGee. 


If we did happen to hear one 


of the Soviet broadcasts, however, 
we fear that we would either be 
unimpressed or unbelieving. 
For 


we certainly would be told that 
the American government is un- 
democratic, expansionist, and re- 
actionary. The Russian govern- 
ment would certainly be pictured 
as 
a 
spotless, 
misunderstood, 


champion of democracy and free- 
dom. Perhaps it's narrow-minded 
of us, but we would be inclined 
to say, "Nuts". 


By the same token, we're pret- 


ty 'sure that our State Depart- 
ments "Voice of America" broad- 
casts don't have many Russian 
listeners. The Soviet Union has 
less than' one radio receiver for 
every 1,000 people. Those who do 
hear, the broadcasts probably say, 
."Nuts," too. If they don't, there's 
always Hya Ehrenburg to review 
the broadcasts in Pravda and say 
it for them. 


All this is too bad. But in the 


present state of affairs it can't be 
helped. It isn't entirely a matter 
of truth Or untruth. Official Amer- 
ican and Russian opinion can dif- 
fer so widely and sincerely on the 
same issue as to give the Impres- 
sion of falsehood on the other side. 


It is perfectly natural, then, for 


the average American to sprinkle 
salt heavily on any Russian broad- 
cast before sampling It—if indeed 
he ever gets close enough to sam- 
ple. And the average Russian is 
bound to approach an American 
broadcast with skepticism and sus- 
picion. In a society as insulated 
as his, where thought is so se- 
verely directed and doubt so tho- 
roughly squelched, it could not be 
otherwise. 


So it seems that as far as broad- 


casts to Russia are concerned, all 
the current grief over the possible 
end of the State 
Department 


broadcasts is so much wasted 
weeping. However carefully and 
objectively the scripts were pre- 
pared, there isn't 
much 
chance 


that 
any Russians 
have been

Washington — The Republicans 


have been getting a bad press and 
no one seems to know why. 


The delay in congressional en- 


actment of their program bestir- 
red -criticism, yet there has been 
no substantial criticism of their 
program. Their union reform bill 
went through the house over- 
whelmingly (3 to 1) and the op- 
position mustere'd only 17 votes 
Tuesday (1 to 6) to delay the sen- 
ate bill. Their tax reduction and 
economy programs are popular and 
are nearing final passage. Yet it 
is their adversary, Mr. Truman, 
whose associates threaten a veto 
of these measures, now currently 
reported to be increasingly popu- 
lar in the polls. 


Several 
Republican 
senators, 


talking over this political phen- 
omena, at a senate restaurant 
lunch the1 other day, reached 
some surprising conclusions. 


The Washington newspaper re- 


porters, one said, are all members 
of a union, the American News- 
paper Guild, and can hardly avoid 
slanting their news to the union 
side and against the Republicans. 
No diabolical plotting was seen in 
this. 
The reporters are human. 


When a senator attacks or pro- 
poses to cyrtail one of the privi- 
leges of their organization, natur- 
ally they might think this is much 
bigger news than a speech by a 
senator advocating union reform. 
This is where their hearts lie. Thus 
while congress is two-thirds or 
more on the other side, the contest 
looks like a 50-50 proposition in 
the press and on the radio, with 
the union opposition getting a lit- 
tle the better of the play.

Another reason was advanced. 


The Republicans have been trying 
to lay groundwork for return of 
the country to a peacetime basis, 
whereas the nation has been for 
many years past (15 perhaps) on 
a jazz-politics basis.
